DENVER (Colo.,) July 15.—A special 
to the News from El Paso, Tex., says 
that the Rio Grande is pouring a 
greater flood of ‘water into this valley 
than for mary years. before. It has 
steadily risen for sevebal days, and last 
night it jumped up nearly a foot, cover- 
ing a’large part of the lower town. 
This part of the city was supposed to 
be protected by a well-built levee, but 
-the river broke in below the termina- 
tion of the levee and backed up nearly 
to the Santa Fe tracks. The houses in 
this section of the town chiefly 
adobe, and as the water surrounds 
them: they melt away. If the _ river 
rises much higher hundreds of the 
houses will disappear into the flood. 
Already more than a score of them 
have succumbed to the _ water, and 
many families have taken refuge in the 
houses of their friends on the higher 
ground. Citizens who live in comfort- 
able adobe hquses in the Second Ward 
were hurried out of their houses before 
daybreak this morning, some of them 
barely getting out before their dwell- 
ings went down. 

William Lermann and his family are 
peculiarly afflicted. A few days ago 
one of his two children died of scarlet 
fever and yesterday the other was al- 
most in a dying condition.

FIGHTING BATTLES. 


MORE DEAD: MEN PILED UP IN 
THE CUBAN WAR. | 


Coffee Plantations Burned by the Tn- 
surgents—-Young Laborers Join 
Rebel Forces—A Cuban Em- 
bassy to Intercede with Grover. 


(RBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, July 15.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) The column of Gén. 
Navarro fought a battle with a band of 
insurgents in Cobre, in which the latter 
lost three’ killed and three prisoners. 
The insurgents have burned the coffee 
plantations of Magdalena and Nuevo 
Songo. Many idle young laborers have 
joined the insurgents. 

Maj. Arminian ‘of the Civil Guard, 

with fifty infantry and sixty cavalry at 
Investa Hermosa, district in Sanctu 
Spiritu, proyince of Santa Clara, was 
attacked by the insurgents forming the 
bands of Zayas, Legon and Toledo, and 
numbering 500. After an hour’s fight- 
ing the insurgents were obliged to re- 
tire. Upon dispersing they left “20 
killed and 40. wounded on the field, to- 
gether with 130 horses saddled and ac- 
coutred for use and 14 others dead. 
Chief Legon was wounded. Of tle 
troops, 4 were killed and 9 ‘vounded. 
‘ A band of insurgents numbering 400 
entered the village of Provencio in thé 
province of Santa Clara. and tried to 
burn the barracks of the Civil Guarda. 
The soldiers made a brave defense and 
killed ten of the insurgents. The latter ’ 
proved unable to take the detachment 
of troops and burned the village. The 
barracks took. fire, obliging the garrison 
to leave. They opened their way Ao 
another house, sustaining a fire from 
the insurgents, who foun. it impossible 
to take the house. The insurgents then 
retired to Mount Escambria and the 
troops went in pursuit. It is reportéd 
that the insurgents carried with them 
twenty wounded.

L ECTRIC R AILRO ADS. 


Many elec tric “al and mec eng!- 
neers believe that the*time is not far 
off when electricity will be employed 
in place of steam to propel freight and 
passenger cars on most of the railroads 
of the world, Experiments having this 
end in view have been made and are 
being made on various lines, but the 
utility of electricity as a motor-power 
for the purposes of general traffic has 
not yet been demonstrated. Consider- 
whle progress has been made, however, 
and it is by no means certain that the 
subtle fluid will not-eventually 
steam. 

The electric motor has some advan- 
tuges. over the ordinary locomotive 
steam-engine, in that its ‘ motion is 
rotary, and is thus more adyantage- 
ously transmitted to the wheels than is 
the reciprocating motion of the piston- 
engine actuated by steam. The logs.of 
power by transmission of electricity 
}is considerable, but it is claimed that 
this loss can be more than made up by 
other economies of the. electric-motor. | 
Impr oyementsin methods of application 
and adaptation are constantly being 
dev ised, and the next few years are 
likely to witness some wonderful de- 
-Velopments along this line. | 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the Nantasket branch of the 
New York. New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad has recently been equipped 
with an elecigic plant of the most ef- 
ficient kind. “It has tandem compound 
engines, with directly cuupled genera- 
tors and*copper disk armatures, Mas- 
sive motor cars, and a novel rail plan. 

This is only one of a large number of 
lines to be run by electric power, 
mostly for suburban train service. The 
Mt. Holly branch of the Peunsy lvania 
Railroad will soon be thus operated. 
The Chicago Tribune states that be- 
tween now 


‘will be operating by trolley lines three 
roads terminating in the heart of Chi- 
cago, and connecting Ww ith Cicero, Har-

IN ELECTRICITY, 


RESULTS ACHIEVED RY MEN. WITH 
INVENTIVE MINDS. 


Asbestos as Applied to Electrical 
Work—Telephone Messages Must 
be Kept Secret in New. York 
State. 


_NEW YORK, July 9, 189%5.—The burn-. 
ing question of the day in elec- 
trical and railroad circles “is the 
relative part which steam and 
electricity are to play in the rail- 
road traffic of the future. Out of the 
engrossing and exhaustive discussion of 
this stbject which has lately been in 
progress, the public are, at length, be- 
ginning to form a definite idea of the 
outlook. The problem for which a so- 
lution has been desired is “Steam or 
Electricity?” The solution reached is 
“Steam and Electricity.” As Frank J. 
Sprague puts it, the question narrows 
itself down to the number of train units 
operated between terminal points. Make 
that number sufficiently large and the 
electric motor is the best means of pro- 
pulsion, whether for high or low speed. 
Decrease this number and you must 
rely on steam. In other words; elec- 
tricity will but partially take the place 
of steam locomotive for railway serv- 
ice, and then only when the number of 
units operated between terminal points 
is so large that. the resulting economy 
will pay a reasonable interest on the 
combined cost of a central station sys- 
tem of conductors and the motor equip- 
ment, and the traffic existing. is com- 
mensurate with the needs of such a sys- 
tem. Mr. Sprague urges the putting 
aside of ‘“‘seme of the visionary prophe- 
‘cies concerning electfic railways.” The 
future of the électric railway is not in 
the wholesale destruction of existing 
great systems. It is in the develop- 
ment of a field of its own, with recog- 
nized limitations, but of vast possibili- 
ties. It will replace: the locomotive on 
many suburban and branch lines; it 
will operate almost all street railway. 
systems and elevated and undergfount 
roads; it will prove a valuable auxil- 
iary to trunk systems; but it has not 
sounded the death-knell of the locomo- 
tive any more than the dynamo has 
sounded that of the stationary steam 


field in the traction work of the future. 
THE ELECTROTHERM. - 

The fact that asbestos pys a 
remarkably useful part in elec- 
trical work is not generally rec- 
ognized. For purposes of insulation 
this unique material meets the most ex- 
acting requirements, and its use by 
electricians is daily increasing. Its 
latest application is in the electro- 
therm, the new device which has al- 
ready begun to take the place of hot 
water bottles in hospitals and invalid 
chambers. The electrotherm is a flex- 
ible sheet or pad composed of asbestos 
in which electric wires are embedded. 
When these wires are connected to any 
source electric curr@nt a constant 
and uniform degree of heat is gener- 
ated. For this connection the socketof 
an electric lamp is ordinarily found 
most convenient, but where the lighting 
current is not available, batteries can 
be used. The pad is found a@ great con- 
venience in the relief‘of chilliness, cold 
feet, etc:, as well as _ in. cramps and 
other local pains, and in general hospi- 
tal practice. By its usé the »,risk and 
discomfort of frequent changes of tem- 
perature incident to:;the:renewal of or- 
dinary hot applications are entirely ob- 
viated: “It can be moistened; without 
injury, and :it can-be.made to’give the 
effect of a poultice or” moist heat by 
being applied over one or more thick- 
nesses of wet flannel. It can be used

TELEPHONE MESSAGES MUST BE 
‘KEPT SECRET. 

An act has been approved by the gov- 
ernor of the state of New York requir- 
ing employes of telephone companies, 
on and after September 1, next, to be as 
secretive regarding the nature of their 
business as are the men and women 
who handle telegraphic messages. ‘The 
act makes it-punishable by a maximum | 


more than six months for any person 
to wrongfully obtain or attempt to ob- 
tain, any knowledge of a telegraphic 
or telaphonic message by connivance 
with a clerk, operator, messenger oT 
other employee of a telegraph or tele~ 
phone company. The same punishment 
‘may fall on the operator or other em- 


company who wilfully divulges to any- | 
one but the person for whom it was in- 
tended, the contents or the nature of 
any message or dispatch intrusted to 
him for transmission orsdelivery. The 
penalties attach to.refusal or 
Pneglect of an employe to duly transmit 
or deliver.such message, or the aiding

ELECTRIC POWER A SALEABLE 
COMMODITY. 

An incident is reported from Niagara 
Falls, which illustrates the readiness of 
manufacturers to utilize electric power. 
It has been generally expected that. 
Buffalo would be a large user of the) 
electri¢ power generated by the Cata- 
Tract Company at Niagara Falls, Con- 
siderable delay has taken place.in the 
negotiations between the city and the 
company for the power, and in the 
meantime, another customer has arisen. 
According to a Buffalo paper, ‘‘While 
Buffalo is dickering for Niagara Falls 
power and talking about impossible re- 
strictions, Depew has made a bid for it, 
and literally goes. half way to get it. 
In all probability Depew will get the 
power before Buffalo does.’’ As a mat- 
ter of fact, Depew, a growing town, 
eight. miles from Buffalo, actually. 
stepped in, and pre-empted a. large 
amount of the power for which Buffalo 
was somewhat too complacently bar- 
gaining. The town has large locomo- 
tive shops, coupler works, etc., and in 
the acquisition of the, new power it has 
made a big bid for prosperity. 

THE ° SPEED OF ELECTRICITY. 

The speed of electricity under the 
most favorable conditions, is now esti- 
mated to be 180,000 miles a second. What |. 
this enormous speed implies is some- 
‘what dimly suggested by an illustration’ 
recently used by the eminent scientist 
Sir Robert Ball. Suppose that a row 
of telegraph posts 25,000 miles long 
were erected around the earth at the 
equator. Suppose that a wire were 
stretched upon these posts for this cir- 
cuit of 25, miles, and that then, 
another complete circuit was en | 
with the same wire around the same 
posts, and then another, and yet 
another. In fact, let the wire be wound 
no fewer than seven times completely 
about this great globe. We should 
then find that an electric signal sent 
into the. wire at one end, would accom- 
plish the seven circuits in one second of 
time. 


THE CAUSE OF DEATH IN ELEC- 
TRIC SHOCKS. 

The theory of the disintegrating effect 
of the electric current upon brain and 
nerve tissues in persons _fiectrocuted 
has been controverted: by.-Dr. A. M. 
Bleile. Dr. Bleile ‘holds that death in 
electric shock is entirely owing to the 
contraction of the arteries produced 
by the current through its influence on 
the nervous system. The effect of this: 
constriction is that the heart fails in its 
attempt to overcome the mechanical 
impediment arising from the greatly 
retarded flow of blood. In the course 
of investigations on this subject,.it has 
been found that where drugs have 


tive effect of the current, much larger 
doses of electricity than the ordinary 
can be borne.. This fact cannot but 
have a bearing upon the much-disputed 
question of resuscitation after electro-: 
cution. Notwithstanding the appar- 
ently conclusive testimony which has 
been given on this subject, it is still 
believed by some medical experts that 
given a criminal who had an excep- 
tional capacity for resisting the elec- 
tric shock—and this capacity varies in 
every one—and his power of resistance 
be still further,increased by a timely 
dose of the drugs mentioned, the effect 
of the electrocuting current would be 
so far modified as to make it possible 
to resuscitate the body after th» exe- 
cution, even though signs of. apparent 
death were exhibited.

Some Winter Experiences in the Cn- 
nadian Wilderness...“ 


Frederick H. Killick is in town, an. 
expert swimmer and life-saver who 
claims to be able to resuscitate a man 
after he has been under water fifteen 
minutes. 


“Yes, it is ‘pretty hot,” he said yes- 
terday. ‘‘But that’s all the better for 
me. It makes more people want to be 
taught how to swim. And then I’ve 
just come from a country where the 
mercury used to timidly retire to 58 
deg. below zero, so. a little variety is 
welcome.” 

“Have you been hunting for the 
North Pole?’ 

‘“No, not quite that. Just a year ago 
last May I started on a 2000-mile trip 
along the waterways of Athabasca. I 
went with a missionary party, to pro- 
tect its members from drowning and ,; 
to rescue any stores which might fall | 
overboard. It was a beautiful journey. 
It never got entirely dark during ‘the 
whole three months. One could see to 
write at midnight. 
“I spent all last winter at Athabasca 
Landing, several hundred miles north 
of the United States boundary line. 
The days grew shorter and shorter 
until night lasted from 4:30 p.m. 
to 9:30 the next morning. We stayed 
in bed while darkness lasted, for coal-
